German armies of the Crown Prince 
Hupprecht in Flanders havo been try- 
ing to wrest from the 
British the 


ground -taken last week In Hatg's ad- 
vance, but with poor success. At ev- 
• ry ]>oint tho British have met tho at- 
tacks with astonishing gun fire and 
tho German-casualties are tho great- 
est ever known. On Wednesday tho 
Crown Prince evidently under orders 
to retain the vantage points held by 
the British on tho Ypres sallent.whfeh 
threatens tho German rail communica- 
tion, threw wave after wave of troops 
against the British lines, but the ever 
watchful British'turned loose an in- 
ferno of heavy and light gun fire that 
swept every living thing before it. At 
no place were the Germans ab!o to get 
a footing and the day closed with the

their ground. 


Just when FieM Marshall Halg will

German-lines. No infantry attacks have 
been made and it Is. possible that he is 
allowing the Germans lo wear them- 
selves out with their furious attacks 
before ho starts' his men over the tops.

claims a gain of considerable extent, 
in the-French trench In the Verdun 
section), the. French -war office-com- 


munications do not mention the fact, 
but says that the artillery duels are 
very heavy and thai tho French havo 
been successful in trench raids. 


While the Hrltish and French air- 


men are still keeping up their bomb- 
ing of the German rear lines, railroad 
station supply depots, munition dumps 
etc, 
the French aviators are putting
